The most sensational charge is that the

last report of the interstate commerce com- 
mission, wherein the holdings of the Union 
Pacific in other roads are set forth. The

NEW PRIMARY ACT 
MAY CAUSE SPASM. 


Measure to Be Introduced To- 
day at SpringfieldIs So 


‘Direct That It Stag- 
gers Politicians, 


FLAWLESS, SAYS STEAD. 


|| Attorney General Asserts Bill 
Will Meet Court’s Objections; 
Provisions Cumbersome 
for Chicago. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ]} 

Springfield, III., Oct. 14.—[Special.}—Rep- 
resentative John G. Oglesby, chairman of the 
primary law committee of the house of rep- 
resentatives, tomartow will introduce a direct 
plurality prim bill which would make 
political conventions things dt the past in 
Illinois, and place all nominations for all 
offices directly im the hands of the people. 
Mr. Oglesby and Attorney General Stead 
have drawn the law, and they, with Cicero 
J. Lindly, chairman of the house steering 
committee, revised it this afternoon. Mr. 
Stead, according to the two representatives, 
has pronounced it legally flawless, and if the 
legislature wants to eliminate conventions 
from politics it will have a chance to do 80. 

The bill, if taken seriously, will cause a 
titanic political spasm in Chicago, and will 
throw the esteemed senate into a permanent 
condition of fits. It will be a bitter pill even 
for the house, but the representatives may 
have to pass it. Speaker Shurtleff is not in 
love with the idea, but is not likely to oppose 
it, and so many democrats and republicans 
im the house have formed a holy alliance 
with the cause of direct primaries that they: 
may not be able to sidestep them wien a 
chance is given to pass suck a bill. 

It provides for the election of party com- 
mitteemen by a direct vote and for the nom- 
ination of candidates for all offices from 
township to state by the people directly. It 
algo provides for the election of national con- 
vention delegates and alternates by direct 
vote, and national conventions are the only 
delegate gatherings which it recognizes in 
any form. 

Direct as a Rifle Shot. 


Its “directness” is the most appalling 
thing Illinois politicians have been given a 
look at since primary legislation began to 
be talked of, and there does not seem to be 
much excuse for its not getti 
of statesmen who have been talking of direct 
primaries as things near and dear to them. 

What will happen to ft remains to be seen. 
There still are people who have not lost all 
confidence in the ability of the Illinois gen- 
eral assembly to find a way out of diffi- 
culties, in spite of this hangover session. 

The bill provides for three primaries, two 
for municipal and townehip nominations and 
one for all nominations for the November 
‘elections. The last primary is fixed for the 
last Saturday in April. For Chicago mu- 
nicipal nominations and for nominations in 
other cities electing city officers the first 
Tuesday tn April a primary election is fixed 
for the last Saturday in February, and for 
cities electing on the third Tuesday in April 
a primary is fixed for the second Tuesday 
in March. Candidates for state offices have 
their names placed on the primary ballot 
on filing petitions containing not more than 
2,000 nor less than 1,000 signatures. Candi- 
dates for the United States senate may 
have their names submitted to an advisory 
vote of the people by filing itions of 
not more than 5,000 nor less than 3,000 names. 

A maximum as well as a minimum limit 10 
fixed to prevent the circulating of big peti- 
tions for political effect. For all other candi- 
dates a petition of one~half of 1 per cent 
of the total vote is required. 


Political Parties Defined. 


Parties which have polled 2 per cent of the 
total vote of the state or district in which they 
wish to nominate are considered political par- 
ties within the operation of the act. 

The candidates receiving the highest vote 
of voters of their party at the primaries 
thereby become the candidates of the party. 
No conventions would be held. The party 
platforms would be drafted by the state cen- 
tral committee of each party, the committee- 
men having the privilege of calling the can- 
didates into conference with them on this 
subject. 

The party organization also is placed di- 
rectly in the hands of the voter. County com- 
mittees would consist. of a representative 
from each precinct, elected by the vote of his 
party in his precinct. Two precinct officials 
would be elected in every precinct, and the 
one elected by the highest vote would become 
the precinct captain and the representative of 
the precinct on thecounty committee. 


How It Affects Cook. 


In Cook county such a scheme of representa- 
tion would make a county central commit- 
tee ‘of 1,882 members for each party. The 
republican committee now is composed of 
forty-one members. Mr. Oglesby says it is 
realized that such a scheme of representa- 
tion would be cumbersome beyond descrip- 
tion in Chicago, but that it would not be in 
other counties, and that the provisions of the 
law must be uniform for all the state. He sug- 
gested that the Cook county organization 
could remove the difficulty by vesting the 
managing power in an executive committee 
elected by the precinct representatives, one 
for each ward, and still further centralize 
power by electing a managing committee 
from the members of the executive commit- 
tee. 

The state committee would remain as at 
present organized, one from each congres- 
sional district, but elected by the vote of the 
people. Senatorial and congressional com- 
mitteemen would consist of the chairmen of 


county central committees in districts com-. 


posed of more than one county, of county 
committeemen in counties which are sena- 
torial districts in themselves, or of precinct 
representatives in counties which comprise 
two or more districts. 

It ig required that the members of the state 
committees meet in Springfield thirty days 
after the primaries and organize by electing 
officers. Candidates for the committees and 

Places as delegates to national conven- 
ons would have their names printed on the 
ballots on filing of petitions with 100 signa- 
tures, except im the case of precinct repre- 
sentatives, in which case the names would 
not be printed on the ballot, but would be 
written on them by the voters. It is freely 
admitted by legislators in Springfield that 
the bill ie beautifully direct, but they do not 
say it will be passed. :

Patrolman William Kelly Given 
Two Days for Contempt. 


HALF INTOXICATED IN COURT 


His Actions on Stand Result in Dis- 
charge of Prisoner.

Another patrolman—a new one, attached to 
the Desplaines street station—was stripped of 
his star and uniform last night by order of 
Chief Shippy. The man thuse disgraced is 
Policeman William Kelly, and the scene of 
hig humiliation was the county jail, whither 
Judge Barnes had sent him in the afternoon 
for contempt of court. 

The judge’s action was taken when Kelly 
had testified in court against James Foster, 


‘charged with robbing Michael Neary, 236 


Morgan street. 

After being reprimanded twice by the 
judge for his language and conduct in the 
courtroom, Kelly was summoned back to 
the courtroom and sentenced to serve two 
days in the jail. When he has served his 
sentence he will be suspended indefinitely 
pending an investigation of the chief's 
charges of conduct unbecoming an officer. 


Robbery Committed Last April. . 

Foster and one James Cardinelii, according 
to Kelly’s statement, robbed Neary on April 
2 and were arrested by Kelly and Polfceman 
Orthmann: On Aug. 8 Cardinelli was sent to 
the Pontiac reformatory. 

Foster was released on bonds furnished 
by his mother, and them * jumped ”’ his 
bond. He was rearrested recently. Yester- 
day Kelly was called upon to testify in the 
case, and this terminated in his fal) from 
grace and in the release of Foster, who was 
found not guilty.” 

Kelly entered the courtroom with one of 
his cheeke bulging with tobacco. This was 
noticed by the judge and he ordered the 
policeman to remove the “ cud” before giv- 
ing further testimony. 

Kelly did so, then returned to the stand, 
where he looked for a moment at Judge 
Barnes, laughed, and remarked, “ Thank 
vou.“ 

Calls Prisoner a LIar. 

When Foster was placed on the stand he 
was asked if he had ever been arrested be- 
fore for any crime. 

„No, sir,“ replied the prisoner. 

„ You're a liar,” shouted Kelly., you were 
arrested before on a charge of picking pock- 
ets and you know it.” 

The patrolman was reprimanded again by 
the judge, who asked him what he meant 
by coming into the courtroom drunk. 

„J am not drunk,“ Kelly snapped back at 
the judge, and then he was heard to mutter 
some remark which a court bailiff reported to 
the court. 

The judge requested the policeman to re- 
main after the trial, but instead of comply- 
ing Kelly returned to the station. Judge 
Barnes then sent 4 bailiff for him and he 
soon was brought into the courtroom, stil! 
under the influence of liquor, it is alleged. 
He approached the judge and with a wave 
of his hand said: 

„Well, judge, what's up?” 


Held in Contempt. 

Judge Barnes then held him in contempt. 

Tou are not fit to be on the Chicago po- 
lice department, and it is because of your 
conduct that the prisoner, though manifest- 
ly guilty, was discharged because the jury 
could not believe the testimony of a man in 
your condition.” 

Orthmann, who had been summoned, was 
then questioned as to why he did not appear 
in court to aid in prosecuting the case, 

“I knew the case was on, but as I had not 
been officially notified to appear I did not 
think it necessary to come,” replied Orth- 
mann. | 

Both of you men are unfit to be members 
of the police force, and I will have a report 
of your conduct made to Chief Shippy.“ said 
the judge. | 

Orthmann then left the building, while 
Kelly was sent to the jail. When Chief 
Shippy learned of the incident he sent Lieut. 
Madden to the jail, and the disgraced patrol- 
min was relieved of his uniform and star.

FRISCO JAPANESE ATTACKED 
BY MOB; SCORES ARE INJURED. 


Wess 
Drunken Man’s Crash Through Window 
of Restaurant Causes New Outbreak 
Against Orientals in Coast City. 


San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 14.—[Special.]— 
Scores of white men were battered and ten 
or more Japanese injured—two of them se- 
riously—in another anti-Japanese riot. The 
scene of the trouble, a restaurant and laun- 
dry, is a complete wreck. 

The trouble was occasioned by Joseph King, 
an intoxicated logger, who crashed into the 
window of the laundry conducted by Umke 
Kubo at 422 Fell street. The proprietor and 
his assistants dragged King into a rear room, 
where a young Japanese stood guard, armed 
with a section of gaspipe, while the other 
Japanese hurried to summon the police. 
Three intoxicated companions of King called 
on other whites for aid, and there followed a 
combined attack on the laundry, stones and 
clubs being used. The street soon was filled 
by a large crowd, and a dozen Japanese on 
the inside sought to repel the Invaders. 

The police soon arrived in an automobile, 
and the riot call which was sounded brought 
strong reinforcements. The police charged 
the crowd with clubs and many were hit. 

After the battle was over King was found 
asleep in the rear room innocent of the

Playwright Robbed as He and His Wife

THIS. BEEF ON- ICE 44 YEARS 


Dr. Wiley About to Release Side 
of Meat Which Is Curipsity. 


WILL BE FED TO OFFICE DOG 


Food Regarded Unsafe if Kept in Cold 
Storage Over Three Months. 


Washington, D. C., Oct..14.—{Special.]—Dr. 
Harvey W. Wiley, Uncle Sam’s wizard in 
chemistry, Is about to release from cap- 
tivity a side of beef that has been held in 
a refrigerating plant for more than four- 
teen years. This is the story: 

Two years ago Dr. Wiley, chief chemist 
of the department of agriculture, inaugurat- 
ed a series of experiments with a view to 
determining the nutritive value of meat, 
game, poultry, eggs, butter, milk, cream, and 
other food products kept in cold storage for 
indefinite periods. The results are about to 
be placed in the form of a report, which will 
be submitted to congress at its coming ses- 
sion. These experiments demonstrate, it is 
understood, that it is unsafe to eat foods that 
have been kept on ice for three months or 
longer. 

Dog Gets the First Bite. 

„When we started these experiments,“ said 
Dr. Wiley today, “ notice of our intention 
was sent broadcast to the managers of re- 
frigerating plants. One of them in Cleve- 
land informed the department that he had 
a side of beef that had been in refrigeration 
for more than twelve years. We asked the 
Cleveland man to contribute it for use in 
our scheme of experimentation. He did.“ 

Dr. Wiley was asked if this long lived plece 
of beef would be fed to the poison squad, 
whose members have laid their stomachs on 
the altar of science, and who for s:veral 
months have been devouring all sor‘s of 
foods selected because of the belief that 
they are delet:rious to health. 

„It will not,“ said Dr. Wiley emphatically. 

„Why not?“ he was asked. 

“We will first try it on the dog.“ he re- 
plied with a smile. 


Dangerous After They Emerge. 

Then Dr. Wiley explained. Meat and other 
foods, if appearances are to be accepted, 
may be kept in cold storage for long periods 
without any apparent degradation in their 
nutritive valus of quality, But between the 
time they are removed from a refrigerator 
and the tſme they are prepared to be fed 
ptomaine or alkaloidal bodies may dev:lop 
that would make them fatal if taken into 
the human stomach. 

The meat, poultry, game, and other articles 
that have been in Dr. Wiley’s icehouse for 
the last two years will not, therefore, be fed 
to the poison squad. Their condition will be 
tested by the chief chemist and his assistants 
in other ways. When put in the refrigerator 
plant in the first Instance the tissues of 
the meat were carefully measured, and since 
have been remeasured at intervals.

LONDON, Oct. 14.—The secretary of the 
associated railways has written to Rich- 
ard Bell, M. P., the representative of the 
amalgamated railway servants, stating 
that the companies are unable to grant the 
men’s request for a conference—a refusal 
that applies to all trade unions. 

The men are balloting on the question 
whether to acquiesce or to reply by a strike 
involving all the railways in Great Britain. 

The men demand an eight hour day for 
those engaged in the movement of trains and 
a ten hour day for all others, the fixing of a 
minimum rate of pay, and time and a quar- 
ter for overtime. Their chief demand, how- 
ever, and the one the employers even de- 
cline to discuss, is recognition of the union.

GREAT FLEET IN NORTH SEA. 


More British Warships than Any Two 
Other European Nations Have 
Are Assembling. 


LONDON, Oct. 14.—There e now assem- 
bled in the North sea and the English chan- 
nel for maneuvers under the command of 
Admiral Lord Charles Beresford a fleet of 
British warships representing an aggrega- 
tion of naval power surpassing all the im- 
mediately availabla resources of any two 
other countries of Europe, and yet not a 
single ship of this fleet has been drawn from 
the reserves, the Mediterranean fleet, or the 
Devonport and Portsmouth divisions. 

It numbers 110 pennants, ‘and is composed 
of 26 battleships, 15 armored cruisers, several 
protected cruisers, various auxiliary vessels, 
and 48 torpedo veseels. 

The first section of the coming naval ma- 
neuvers, covering four days, will be of a 
tactical description, and the final days will 
be devoted to studying the problem of defend- 
ing ships against torpedo attack.

BARCELONA, Oct. 14.—It is feared that 
thousands of persons have been drowned in 
the Llobegrat and Cardoner floods. The 
water is twenty-five feet deep over thousands 
of acres. The rivers have risen tremendous- 
ly, sweeping away railways, roads, bridges, 
telegraph lines, houses, flocks, and crops.

BELMONT MAKES ANSWER 


Denies That the Interborough- 
Metropolitan Combine Is 
na Monopoly.

New York, Oct. 14.—[{Special.J—As the re- 
sult of a thorough investigation, the World 
says it is enabled to clear up the mystery 
surrounding the payment to Anthony N. 
Brady of $965,607 by the Metropolitan Se- 
curities company. and the subsequent réturn 
of $715,000 of it to Thomas F. Ryan, Thomas 
Dolan, William L. Elkins, Moore & Schley, 
William C. Whitney, and Peter A. B. Wid- 
ener, all of whom were connected with the 
Metropolitan Becurities company. 

In January, 1900, Mr. Whitney and Mr. 
Ryan, having eompleted their arrangements 
for the promotion of the Metropolitan Se- 
curitjes company, proposed to Mr. Dolan, Mr. 
Elkins, Mr. Widener, and Mr. Schley the cre- 
ation of a fund—“ contingent,” it was styled 
by Mr. Whitney, the principal projector of it 
—* yellow dog fund,“ as it would now be 
called. 

This fund was to amount to $600,000. The 
$600,000 was to be raised by six subscriptions 
of $100,000 each, and was to be repaid with 
interest at the rate of 4% per cent, at the dis- 
cretion of Mr. Whitney and Mr. Ryan. 

The only definite information that the other 
subscribers to it had was that it was to be 
used in paying the expenses of promoting 
the Metropolitan Securities company, remov- 
ing obstacles at Albany, and in New Fork, 
and caring for the political obligations which 
could not be avoided.” 

The Metropolitan Seouritties company was 
incorporated on Feb. 15, 28900, arter many 
** obstacles had been removed both at Albany 
and in New York City.“ More than one-third 
of the $600,000 had been disbursed up to Sep- 
tember of the same year. 


Belmont in a Denlal. 
August Belmont and other defendants 
filed answers in the United States Circuit 
court today in the action of Daniel W. Bur- 
rowe of Chicago, in which the complainant 
seeks to have set aside the local traction 
merger represented in the Interborough- 
Metropolitan company. It is declared illegal, 
a combination of competing roads, and in 
violation of the Sherman anti-trust law. 
The defgndants deny all the materia! alle- 
gations of the complaint. They deny that the 
merger constitutes a nronopoly or that it was 
created with illegal intent. These roads, 
it ie claimed, while some of them run in 
the same direction, were in no sense compet- 
ing roads. 
William. M. Ivins, counsel for the public 
service commission, has undertaken to re- 
construct the Metropolitan's missing books 
from 1892 to 1902. This is the period which 
covers all of the mergers of the surface lines. 
The Metropolitan’s officers have testified that 
the books for this period were sold in 1908 toa 
junk dealer with the understanding that they 
were to be destroyed. 


Traces Sale of the Books. 

The public service commission has traced 
the sale of the books and has satisfied itself 
that they were ground into pulp. Without 
some approximation to the records contained 
in these books it would be impossible for the 
commission's lawyers to bring out the facts 
about the various mergers.

Justice Brewer Shows Duty in 
Talk to Congregationalists. 


GOOD TRAITS IN THE RACE. 


Sees in Alien Tide Far Greater Menace 
than the Black Man. 


Cleveland; O., Oct. 14.—[Special, Justice 
David J. Brewer of the United States Su- 
preme court spoke on the race problem at 
the meeting today of he American Mission- 
ary association of the Congregational na- 
tional council. He urged the people to make 
it their business to aid in uplifting the ne- 
groes, who, he said, were much more destra- 
ble citizens than the objectionable foreign 
population which came to this country, and 
made war on industrial and socia! order. 

“The uplift through Christian education 
is the principal work of the American M 
sionary association,” said Justice Brewer. 
Still these are not the only objects of its 
interest and care. All the despiged races in 
our borders are included. 


Racially Cold and Selfish. 

' “ Many of the vast multitudes pouring into 
this republic are racially cold blooded and 
selfish. Not a few come tainted with the 
spirit of anarchy, and are willing to destroy 
all social order in the hope of personal gain 
out of the wreck. These immigrants become 
citizens as we are citizens, and as is this 
colored and enfranchised race: And while 
the colored brothers’ may be too fond of the 
chickep coop and the watermelon patch, they 
are firm believers in social order. Tou will 
find no Johann Most; Emma Golcman, C201 
goez, or Guiteau among them. 
“In the struggle which may be expected 
to come between order and anarchy, may it 
not be that these people, grateful to the na- 
tion for their liberty, 4 themselves a 
mighty force, upholding law, order, and the 
supremacy of the nation? Stranger things 
have happened than that these people, 
crushed and wronged for generations, should 
become at last strong defenders of the nation 
and the community at whose hands they 
hitherto have received mainly injustice. 


Ignorance Aids, Demagogue. 
“They are here as citizens. Whatever 
temporary restrictions may be placed upon 
their approach to the ballot bex the time will 
come when all barriers will be broken down 
and they will enjoy everywhere the full 
rights of citizenship. But ignorant citi@ens 
are the prey and the sport of every d - 
gogue who appeals to their Passions, and if 
one-ninth of our citizens are so exposed the 
whole life of the nation ia in peril.” 

W. J. Northen, former governor of Georgia, 
spoke of the Christian leagues as a factor 
in the solution of the problem of the races 
in Georgia. He said these leagues were or- 
ganized to study the conditions of the negro, 
and in nearly every part of the state the work 
resulted in increased respect and reverence 
for the law by the colored population. 


Laity Kills Church Bill. 


Richmond, Va., Oct. 14.—The principal 
event in the general Episcopal conyention 
today was the defeat of the so-called arch- 
bishop or provinces bill, which has been hold- 
ing the attention of the house of bishops and 
the house of deputies for the last two days. 

The house of bishops passed the measure 
and the clergy were overwhelmingly in favor 
of it. The laity, however, defeated the meas- 
ure by nonconcurrence. 

The Rev. Dr. Wilkins of Los Angeles had 
passed tonight a resolution forming a com- 
mission of ten bishops, fifleen clergymen, and 
twenty laymen to raise a fund of $5,000,000 
for the relief of disabled clergy.

Stead Explains Measure. 

In a statement in which he sidesteps per- 
sonal responsibility for the measure, At- 
torney General Stead epitomizes the pro- 
visions of the bill as follows: 

“The bill provides for a direct plurality 
primary and applies to all state, congression- 
al, senatorial, judicial, county, city, village 
and township officers, party committeemen, 
delegates to the national convention and 
presidential electors, and also for an advisory 
vote on United States senator. Conventions 
are abolished. The state central committee 
of each political party is authorized to adopt 
and promulgate a state platform. The ma- 
chinery provided for general elegtions as to 
districts, polling places, judges, and can- 
vassing boards, so far as practicable, is util- 
‘Tzed. The bill contains eighty-two sections. 
The last seventeen sections provide penalties 
for illegal voting and other offenses.”’ 

The attorney general concludes his state- 
ment with the following: 

“It is one thing to assert that a primary 
bill can be written on two sheets of foolscap; 
it is another thing, however, to draft such 
a biN and in it provide the machinery for 
its practical operation. The sections of the 
Dill in the main are short. | Whether a law 
is simple, depends not on the number of its 
sections but on whether its provisions can 
be understood. The bill in the main follows 
the Minnesota primary law, which, under 
constf{tutional propositions similar to ours, 
has been held good by the Supreme court of 
Minnesota. The bill, in my opinion, is not 
subject to any of the constitutional objections 
pointed out by our own Supreme court either

WALL STREBTS LAMENT. 

Wall street is disturbed. It reports in- 
creased suspicion of the measures and the 
methods of financiers. The insurance 
scandals had an evil influence upoh stock 
dealings. Now come the disgusting revela- 
tions connected with the Metropolitan Se- 
curities company investigation, in which 
transactions have been discovered diffienlt 
to be explained except as “ common theft.” 
The people are saying, “Whom can we 
trust?’ If financiers generally are like 
those connected with the insurance com- 
panies or the securities company the aver- 
age citizen will feel inclined to keep as 
far away from them as possible. 

What is even worse from the standpoint 


| of Wall street is that those who have been 


in sympathy with it during recent months 
of severe criticism are sick of the methods 
of men supposed to be honorable. The 
people generally have shown their distrust 
for a long time. But their distrust has 
not bothered operators much. If, how- 
ever, those who have been accustomed 0 
excuse the exceptional and scandalous be- 
gin to think that the normal is likely to 
be the scandalous there will be a serious 
loss to the street. 

Under such conditions it is not surpris- 
ing that there are predictions of disaster 
and gloom. Those wha make them link 
in one sentence discredited financiers, crip- 
pled fortunes, new administrative policies, 
decreases in net earnings, slackening ‘n 
business, high rates of interest, and the 
general revolution in public sentiment. 

There was a time when such a combi- 
nation meant failure, and panic, and wide- 
spread public suffering Now the average 
citizen is quite apt to recall President 
Liacoln’s homely comment when the news 
was brought to him that states were seced- 
ing, prominent men were turning traitors, 
and the country generally was going to 
the bowwows, O, I guess we'll be able 
to keep house!“ 

If Wall street suffers for the time be- 
cause of the misdeeds of some of its dis- 
tinguished leaders the cornfields are rich 
in their golden crops, the cotton trade is 
booming, the savings banks are overflow- 
ing with deposits, mortgages are being 
burned up, and farmers have money to 
loan. The stores seem just as crowded 
with buyers and the display of articles to 
attract the attention of these buyers was 
never so elaborate. A blue Monday in 
Wall street no longer measures prosper- 
ity. At the “same time the old saying, 
“The way of the transgressor is hard,” 
seems just as true as ever. 


POSTAL IMPROVEMENTS. 

The facilities for carrying on corre- 
spondence with persons in foreign coun- 
tries are much improved by two recent 
conventions of the international postal 
union. One of these relates to what is 
called first class mail, that is, to com- 
munications sent at regular letter rates. 
On Oct. 1 a new rule went into opera- 
tion under which an ounce of mail matter 
of this class may be sent to a foreign 
land for 5 cents instead of half an ounce, 
as formerly. 

Under the old arrangement, if a letter 
was overweight an additional 5 cents 
was needed for each half ounce of weight. 
Now any excess over the first ounce re- 
quires an additidnal payment of 8 cents 
for one ounce or fraction thereof. Thus a 
letter weighipg three ounces may be sent 
for 11 cents postage, or 1 gent more than 
was formerly charged for a letter even 
slightly over half an ounce in weight. 

The new rule applies only to first class 
mail, but it is plain that the saving to 
those who write will be great. The num- 
ber of letters which pass between the 
United States and other countries in the 
postal union is enormously large, with a 
steady increase every year. The rule re- 
quiring double postage for overweight 
letters: often worked hardship, particu- 
larly when the small amount of weight 
permitted is considered. The reduction 
in the amount for the overweight is a 
distinct advance in connection with the 
great gain to the individual of the ounce 
privilege at the old half ounce rate. 

Another substantial improvement is the 
adoption of the response coupon, by the 
use of which a person in one ot the 
countries in the postal union may send 
payment for an answer to a communica- 
: This has been an inconvenient mat- 
ter to arrange in the past because of the 
lack of an interchangeable stamp and 
‘the difference in money used. A> coupon 
of this kind costs.6 cents, but the added 
convenience is sti¢h that the extra cent 
will be gladly pefd by those interested. 
It is probable that ‘coupons of this char- 
acter will quickly rain favor as a medium 
for smal] remittances by mail. The em- 
ployment of the response coypon and the 
lowering of the latter vate are praise-

It staggers belief that the shrewd map- 
agers of the Standard Oil company let 
this money get away from them. It is 
not in accordance with the business 
sagacity which has characterized the com- 
pany that $20,000,000 or $30,000,000

betrayer, but more especially upon the lady 
responsible for his treachery, and the pro- 
tection which the ex-crown princess and 
Toselli have demanded from the police at 
Florence is not so much against the agents 
of the Saxon government as against the 
two women who are thirsting for vengeance, 
one of whom threatens to shoot the ex-crown 
princess on sight.

There is no knowing what further scandal 
awaits the imperial house of Hapsburg, the 
reigning dynasty of Saxony,. and the old 
world royalty in general in connection with 
this misguided princess when her infatuation 
for Toselli comes to an end, in six months 
or so. She has forfeited every vestige of 
sympathy that had remained to her, has 
behaved with the most inconceivable cruelty 
toward her blind old father, and her mother, 
who have shown so much forbearance and 
Kindness to her since she disgraced them 
by her flight with Giron to Geneva, and it 
must now be a subject of general regret, es- 
pecially to her relatives, that she could not 
have been detained indefinitely in the Swiss 
sanitarium to which she was committed 
for several weeks after the close of the Giron 
episode. It is certain that by her conduct 
then and ever since she has given abundant 
evidence of a thoroughly disordered mind 
and of being a Woman in no sense accounta- 
ble for her actions, and who ought, there- 
fore, to be cared for and kept under restraint 
by her kinsfolk. )

Lord Verulam is once more before the 
public, this time not as a victim of a bur- 
glary or as the participant in a disastrous 
collision between his automobile and a lady 
cyclist, but as the sufferer by a rather costly 
conflagration on his Hertfordshire estate. 
For he makes his home at Gorhambury, near 
St. Albans. In spite of the fact that Gor- 
hambury was built and laid out by Queen 
Elizabeth's lord privy seal, Sir Nicholas 
Bacon, and was the home of the great Sir 
Francis Bacon, who died as Lord Verulam, 
yet the present ear! of that ilk cannot be said 
to be in any way a descendant from that fa- 
mous statesman to whom so many insist on 
ascribing the best works of Shakspeare. 
The patronymic of the present earl of Ver- 
ulam is not Bacon, but Grimston, and Gor- 
hambury came into his family through the 
marriage of Anne Bacon, daughter and 
heiress of Sir Nathaniel Bacon, nephew of 
the chancellor, to Sir Harbottle Grimston, 
speaker of the house of commons under 
Charles II. There was no issue of this mar- 
riage, and on Sir Harbottle’s geath he was 
succeeded by his son of an earlier union. 
It was not until nearly 100 years later that 
James Grimston, the owner of Gorhambury, 
was raised to the peerage of England, and 
by reason of his possession of Gorhambury 
and its associations with the great lord chan- 
cellor, selected as his title that of Lord Ver- 
ulam. The present Verulam peerage has 
therefore no connecten with that bestowed 
upon Sir Francis Bacon, the lord chancellor, 
and which became extinct on his death with- 
out issue. 

— * 

The Grimstons are an ancient family, 
which was founded by a certain Sylvester 
Grimston, who was one of the mgny stand- 
ard bearers of William the Conqueror at 
the battle of Hastings, and the house has 
been settled for many centuries {n Hertford- 
shire and in Essex. The Grimstons have 
played a notable role in English history, and 
Sir Edward Grimston was governor of Calais 
when it was taken from the English in the 
reign of Queen Mary by the Duc de Guise, 


Sir Edward being carried off to Paris and 


imprisoned in the bastile, from which he 
effected his escape in an extraordinarily ad- 
venturous manner. 

Among the tombs of the family in the 
parish church of Gorhambury is that of 
Lady Anne Grimston, who is on record as 
having denied the resurrection of the dead. 
On her deathbed she refused the ministra- 
tions of the clergyman, saying:

Today the massive stonework of her tomb 
is split in all directions by seven huge ash 
trees, which rise from the interior of the 
grave and which have grown over the heavy 
iron railings till the trunks have imbedded 
the metal.

Be it as it may, the 
sight is a wonderful one, and those who 
gaze upon it for the first time cannot refrain 
from an odd sensation as they stand under 
the dense shade of the seven trees and de- 
cipher the inscription, with its ancient date, 
and the arms of the Grimstons on the moss 
covered stone. 

The present Lord Verulam is married to 
a daughter of Sir Frederick Graham of 
Netherby, Lady Verulam being therefore 
a sister of the still beautiful duchess of 
Montrose. Their eldest son, who bears the 
title of Viscount Grimston, distinguished 
himself at Eton and Oxford as a mathema- 
ticlan and as an oarsman, and rowed in the 
Oxford eight in the interuniversity boat race 
of 1900.

Lord Sondes, who has just succumbed in 
London to the effects of a wound received 
during the South African war, and which 
necessitated a whole series of painful oper- 
ations during the last five or six years, will 
be remembered in this country under the 
name of Lord Throwley, as a member of the 
first cricket eleven brought by Lord Hawke 
to this country, and it may be added that 
the new earl, his younger brother, hitherto 
known as Capt. the Hon. Lewis Arthur 
Milles, is likewise a noted cricketer. He is 
just 40 years of age, unmarried, and now 
finds himself possessed of extensive estates 
as well as of fine country seats in Kent and 
in Norfolkshire. 

Strictly speaking, the patronymic this 
family is not Milles, but Monson. It may 
be said to owe its origin to the marriage of 
the first Lord Monson to Lady Margaret 
Watson, daughter of the first earl of Rock- 
ingham. The second son of this union, Lewis, 
on the death of the third Earl Rockingham 
without issue, inherited from this cousin of 
his all the Rockingham estates, on the con- 
dition that he would assume Lord Rocking- 
ham's patronymic of Watson and the Wat- 
son arms. The possession of these estates 
endowed Lewis Monson, or Lewis Watson, 
as he had now become, with so much polit- 
ical influence that he was raised to the house 
of lords as Lord Sondes. The second Lord 
Sondes married an heiress of the name of 
Elizabeth Milles, and the result was that 
her son, the fourth Lord Sondes, on suo- 
ceeding to her father’s property was com- 
pelled by the terms of his will to take the 
name of Milles in leu of that of Watson.

It was an aunt of the present Lord Sondes 
namely, the Hon. Anna Milles—who was 
found on her death to have made such an 
extraordinary bequest to Queen Alexandra, 
then of Wales. It consisted of a 
collection of some 150 live parrots and cock- 
atoos, h @ magnificent specimen of its 
kind, but horribly noisy, especially when 
united in a discordant chorus.

The exposition is proving an attraction to 
visitors from all parts of the world. Among 
those at the Coliseum yesterday were A. 
Bresch of Leipsic, Germany; M. Doussinague 
from Ranch Bs As, Argentine republic; Mrs. 
D. M. Sinclair from Calgary, Canada, and 
Hiram J. Dunlap, United States consul at 
Cologne, Germany, a former corn grower of 
Illinois. 

It is a great exhibition,”’ said Mr. Dunlap. 
“Considering the earliness of the season, 
I am surprised to see such fine corn. It 
should be a great inspiration to the farmers 
of this country. There is no corn in Ger- 
many. The climate there is not adapted to 
its growth, The use of corn as food is grad- 
ually becoming more understood in Europe, 
however, and there'll be a great market for 
it by the time we raise more than we need 
for use in the United States. 

“Germany is not behind the United States 
in exhibitions of this character, and scientific 
farming, especially intensive farming, is 
much better understood there than it Is here. 
As our lands increase in value we shall have 
to take lessons from the farmers in Germany 
and France and exhibitions of this nature 
are a splendid beginning.“

Hat Made of Corn Husks. 


One of the exhibits that is attracting much 
attention is a woman's hat made entirely of 
colored corn husks. This is in the display 
of the Art Craft institute at the north end 
of the Coliseum. Though only corn husks 
have entered into its composition, it would 
never be taken for anything except a con- 
ventional] milliner‘s creation if worn in the 
street. 

The basket weaving contest, started last 
week by the institute, resulted in several 
entries. The baskets have been taken home 
and the most artistic one finished by Friday 
will receive a prize. Thirty-two members 
have been added to the home educational de- 
partment of the Institute since the beginning 
of the exhibition—mostly persons who can- 
not leave their homes and known as the 
“shut ins.“ 

Beginning tomorrow afternoon there will 
be daily chalk talks at the art institute booth 
on decorative work that may be accom- 
plished with corn as a basis.

Reports of a suspension of the duty on 
wheat by Austria-Hungary and the reduction 
of the duty by Italy, which were forwarded 
by Broomhal on Saturday, were unsubstan- 
tiated yesterday. On the contrary, cables 
received said there ws nothing to indicate 
at the present that stich a course would be 
peu sued. Slaughter & Co. had a cable from 
their correspondent at Budapest which said: 
It is hardly probable that Hungary will be 
obliged to import wheat this season, but if the 
drought continues to prevent the full area of 
winter wheat being seeded imports next year 
are possible. Rains are much wanted.”’ 


The foreign demand for flour at advanced 
prices is giving the bulls a good deal of en- 
couragement. B. A. Eckhardt, the local 
miller, yesterday reported the sale of 1,000 
bris flour to Spain for the first time in his 
experience. This was considered especially 
significant, coupled with the way offers were 
accepted by other European buyers. Offers 
made at an advance of 40c a bri over the last 
previous prices were all accepted. Shipping 
directions accompany most of the orders, in- 
dicating that supplies everywhere are light, 
and that the flour is bought for actual needs 
rather than for specwlation. 

W. H. Perrine, the cash grain man, yes- 
terday had samples of as fine corn as were 
ever shown on the board, and which would 
have compared favorably with any shown at 
the corn exposition. The samples were from 
Chariton county, Mo., and were fair speci- 
mens of about 80 per cent of the crop in that 
section. The balance of the crop was said 
to be poor in quality. 

Some of the speculators who have been un- 
usually successful in grains have recently 
turned their attention to hog products, and 
the investment buying of provisions yester- 
day was better than it has been for some 
time. Bartlett-Frazier were the most con- 
spicuous on the buying side, taking a consid- 
erable line of May ribs.

available cars of that railroad vould be 
devoted to the transportation of the cotton 
crop. 

The fact that this particular important 
railroad entertains the same notion of what 
should be done with cotton as is entertained 
by a number of important banks indicates 
that the borrower who wants funds merely 
to carry cotton for speculative purposes is 
not to be readily accommodated. 

The notion seems to be growing general 
over the country that those who have it in 
their power to effect both a curtailment of 
borrowing and to bring about a return move- 
ment of currency should exercise their in- 
fluence along the lines indicated. Thie in- 
fluence looking toward a movement of mer- 
chandise seems destined to amelforate condl- 
tions in the money market. Halt a year ago 
the banks began cautioning their customers 
against borrowing for purposes that might 
include expansion of business. The salutary 
effect of this course has been felt to such 
an extent that it has prompted the banks 
in a position to help the movement of cotton 
to use their influence in that direction. It 
is one of the encouraging features of the 
situation. 

If southern banks and borrowers can be 
made to understand that the general welfare 
lies in the movement of the cotton crop 
rather than its storage then the situation 
will be greatly helped. 


Bank in New Quarters. 

The Commercial National bank opened for 
business yesterday in its new home at the 
northeast corner of Adams and Clark streets. 
The location is oppgsite the Federal building, 
and is in te center of the banking and gen- 
eral business district. The Commercial Na- 
tional goes into its new home with deposits 
of $40,000,000 and capital and surplus of 
$7,000,000. The quarters of the bank were 
visited yesterdag by a great number of 
friends, including depositors and bankers.

Lawyer for Closing League 
Completes Appeal and Pre- 
dicts Decision. 


HOPES FOR A MANDAMUS. 


‘Inspector Hunt Begins Work of 
Cleaning Black Belts in 
Hyde Park. 


“Before Christmas at the latest, probably 
before Thanksgiving, every saloon in Chicago 
will be compelled to stop doing business on 
Sunday, and then at last there will be a 
chance for genuine moral uplift in this great 
city.”’ 

With the foregoing statement Attorney 
Walter J. Miller of the Sunday Closing league 

expressed his hopes yesterday fifteen minutes 

after he had filed for the league a number of 

documents in the Appellate court demanding 

‘that Mayor Busse be ordered to enforce 
against Chicago’s 7,000 saloons the Sunday 
closing law of Lilinois. 

The papers which the attorney took into 
court were the briefs, records, and abstracts 
ot records in the case decided last spring by 
Judge Chytraus in favor of Mayor Dunne and 

Ald. Michael Kenna. The filing of the papers 
_gormpletes the appeal from the ruling of Judge 


Chytraus. 


Prophecy Based on Hope. ; 

It is on the expected ruling of this appeal 
that Attorney Miller bases his forecast of 
impending Sunday droughts in Chicago. The 
Appellate court judges are told in the briefs 
twat Judge Chytraus as well as the Supreme 
court judges ruled that the Sunday closing 
law “ is in force in Chicago as well as every- 
where else in the state,“ and that all remain- 
ing to be done is to have the court itself 
command the mayor to close the saloons or 
direct the lower court to issue such an 
order.“ 

Should the order be obtained, the attorneys 
for the league will insist on its enforcement 
from the time of its issuance. In other words, 
they will not consent to Sunday liquor sell- 
ing during such time as the case may be in the 
Supreme court on appeal of Ald. Kenna or 
Mayor e, the latter of whom is substi- 
tuted as a defendant in place of the former 
mayor. 


Wouldn’t Wait for Supreme Court. 


When the law is judicially expounded the 


order for its instant enforcement cannot 
be refused by the expounding jurist,” said 
Attorney Miller. I presume that Ald. Ken- 
na, and perhaps Mayor Busse, would like 
to have the Sunday Closing league. waive 
this point and permit the Sunday trade to 
continue until the state Supreme court has 
spoken. But I doubt whether we of the 
league would have the right to acquiesce in 
the violation of a penal law of this sort after 
it had been deelared valid.“ 

Attorney Levy Mayer, who represented Ald. 
Kenna and Mayor Dunne in the hearing be- 
fore Judge Chytraus, was not in Chicago 
during thé day. Mr. Kenna said: 

Those blue laws, if they can be revived, 
will make things look pretty blue for lots of 
the boys who could not pay their high license 


fees without the cash from the Sunday bor 
trade. If the judges and the mayor may 
‘shut up,’ I'll just go and do it, that’s all. 
Can't help myself, do you see?” 


Brief of 107 Pages. 

The anti-saloon brief is a document of 107 
pages, Church, McMurdy & Sherman 
Mr. Miller appearing as attorneys. The suit 
‘was begun in December of last year, when 
at the Instance of the Revs. W. A. Bartlett 
and A. L. Shute of the Sunday Closing 
league, a petition was filed 12 the Superior 
court for a mandamus to compel the mayor 


at 270 and 300 South Clark street. 

The case of the Sunday Closing league in 
the Supreme court is quoted. In that case 
the Supreme court said, although it is a 
course required by the statue and imposed 
upon the mayor by law.” This language is 
quoted as an authoritative utterance that 
it is the duty of the mayor to enforce the 
law in question. 

The brief, after discussing the question of 
the mayor's duty to enforce the law, and his 
refusal to do so, says: 

„All other resistance, then, to the grant- 
ing of a writ of mandamus in this case must 
be based upon a ground essentially similar 
to that relied upon by the late William M. 
Tweed and formulated by him in the femiliar, 
classic phrase: “ What are you going to do 
about it?? 

A protest against the open violation of the 
Sunday closing law was called to the atten- 
tion of Mayor Busse by the Lutheran Min- 
tsters’ association, which adopted uneni- 
mously a set of resolutions to that effect at 
its regular monthly meeting at the Masonic 


temple. 
Hyde Park Purification. 


New impetus wes given to the “ purifica- 
tion ‘war by Inspector Hunt in the Hyde 
Park black belts when the police discov- 
ered that Arthur Burrage Farwell’s detec- 
tives had procured evidence on which the 
grand jury will be asked to indict a number 
of colored saloonkeepers. One of these is 
„ Teenan Jones, 65382 Lake avenue. 

“Jones has rum an open bouse 
under the shadow of Inspector Hunt's Office,”’ 
said Mr. Farwell. “‘The Hyde Park Pro- 
tective association has been after him for 
a long time, but at last we have the proofs.” 

Warrants were issued during the day by 
Judge Maxwell for scores of men and women 
denizens of the Hyde Park black belts. 

Mayor Busse revoked the licenses of Sa- 
loonkeepers David Allman, 191 Ninety-fifth 
street, and George Schrobe, 9100 Erie avenue, 
for not having proper frontage consents, and 
that of Frank Kane, 1800 Wabash avenue, 
for obstructing the police in their efforts to 
stop saloon brawls.
